One rule that I would like to see 
added would be “that no rider shall be 
allowed to compete on any motorcycle 
from which, when seated in a normal 
riding position, he is unable to place 
both feet flat on the ground*. The abil- 
ity to stab a foot down at the proper

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time is an absolute necessity for control 
in scrambling. 

The proposal to start the “probation- 
ary novice" in the rear is an excellent 
one. Besides preventing some nasty 
situations enroute to turn one, it would 
give the young rider a chance to observe 
the “shoes” in front. There is no quicker 
method of learning the short way around. 

Rather than have the beginning rider 
run without a number plate, let’s assign 
him a plate but for the duration of his 
probationary period, place a red border 
on the plate (plastic tape.) In addition 
to this, he would have a stripe of the 
same material on the back of his helmet 
and another on the rear fender of the bike. 

There are several reasons for this 
suggestion. Number plates are important 
to the young rider. They identify him 
and his bike as something special. The 
red trimmings would assist the starter 
in making a quick line-up and, during 
practice or a long race, would alert an 
overtaking rider as to the capabilities 
of the man in front of him. 

I would like to see the probationary 
period extended to five races. At the 
end of this period it would be a great 
touch to have a District #37 Competition 
Committee member, District #1, or the 
ranking official at that particular race 
remove the stripes and congratulate the 
rider. 

While we are on the subject of young 
riders, how about a school for them? 
Take an open Sunday, a Competition 
Committee member or two, three or four 
expert riders and you could teach the 
kids more than they could learn in 
months of racing. 

All of this may seem like a big “to- 
do” over a kid on a five horsepower 
bike but we should never lose sight of 
the fact that a few years from now he 
and others like him will be District #37. 

As for you big bike riders who would 
like to vote him out of existence, get to 
the races early some Sunday and watch 
him. He may not be running very fast but 
that kid with the second-hand 50 and the 
hand-me-down leathers is TRYING. And, 
as long as he has the guts to try, he 
certainly deserves the chance.

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Racer-journallst Gordon Jennings rode a very special H-D, completed 23 laps. 


Thirty years ago they held the first Daytona races and they are 
still slightly remembered. The 1967 races will be long remembered. 
Every race at the famed Daytona International Speedway took on the 
look of a dirt track trophy dash at one time or another. 


Stars of the speedway were many 
with riders such as Nixon, Hammer, 
Elmore, Nix, Fulton, Odom, Winters, 
Stephens and Ron Muir the true head- 
liners of the outstanding week of 
racing. 

Yamaha and Triumph were the class 
of the field with surprise showing by 
Honda and Kawasaki. If the name field 
had to be narrowed then it was Gary 
Nixon and Dick Hammer, all the way. 
These two riders put on a riding dis- 
play never before seen in America on 
dirt or pavement, not one, but two 
straight days!! 

Records Fall 

Nixon made racing history by becom- 
ing the first rider to ever win both the 
250cc lightweight 100-miler and the big 
bike 200-mile National on the same 
weekend. He won them both in record 
times with Hammer right there and com- 
ing up with a pair of near-misses. 

From the opening sportsmen races 
on Wednesday right down to the final 
flag on Sunday it was ultra-class racing 
as never before seen on these shores. 

Nixon and Hammer first gave many 
foreign visitors a look at what American 
riders can really do with the right weap- 
ons on Saturday. 

Nixon bombed his way to a 250cc 
heat race win but Hammer dropped out 
of his heat race with minor carburetion 
problems and had to line up for the 100- 
mile final back in 80th starting position 
— row 16 for National Number 16. 





There were four 250cc heat races, 
each for five laps to eliminate down to 
the 80 fastest riders. The first 20 from 
each heat made the final. 

Yamaha riders, Nixon, Mike Duff, 
Norm Stovall and amateur Frank Camil- 
leria, were the four winners with Nixon 
setting a new five-lap record with an 
average speed of 97.482 mph. Duff 
clocked the second best average with 
94.859 mph. 

Nixon jumped right in to the lead in 
the 27-lap feature with Duff in hot pur- 
suit. The Canadian ace caught and 
passed Gary on lap three and also led 
at the end of four. Nixon regained the 
lead on lap five with Hammer coming 
all the way up to cross the line in 9th 
place!! 


Duff Has Trouble 


Nixon started cranking on with Duff 
dropping back. Mike finally went out of 
the race on lap seven with ignition 
problems. Hammer was now 5th. 

Defending champ, Bobby Winters, 
took over second when Duff dropped out 
and held it until he was passed by Ham- 
mer and the Suzuki on lap 17. Nixon 
held an eight second lead at this point. 

The race was on between these two 
fine riders with Hammer cutting the lead 
by two seconds a lap until he caught 
and passed Nixon on lap 22. Gary came 
right back to take the lead as they 
crossed the line to start lap 23. 

It was a wheeFto-wheel duel the

DAYTONA

The splendor and scope of Daytona International Speedway as novices take off for 75 miles, 


next four laps with first the Yamaha and 
then the Suzuki forging a wheel in front. 
With less than two laps to go, Hammer 
dropped back slightly to stop the duel 
and the race was in the bag for Nixon 
and a win, for the third straight year in 
a row for Yamaha. 

In Victory Lane after the races it 
was found that Hammer had busted off 
his entire rear brake assembly and it 
was hanging by the cable, He rode the 
last six miles with only the front brake 
— and a lot of guts, Nixon had a new 
record with an average speed of 94,280 
mph!! Yamaha took seven out of the first 
ten places to become the first brand to 
ever win this hotly contested factory- 
backed event three times in a row, 

Winters was a strong third with the 
surprising Dickie Newell, on a privately 
entered Sam Corona Yamaha, in fourth. 
The lead had changed no less than 
eleven times between Nixon, Hammer 
and Duff. 

First-time efforts by the new Kawa- 
saki brand found three of these machines 
in the first eleven with Californian’s 
Don Butler, Kenny Clark and Florida’s 
Sonny Gager. 


The 200-Miler 


Ascot runs a mile-and alf Trophy 
Dash every Friday night during the half- 
mile season. At Daytona, Nixon and 
Hammer ran a 100-mile dash on the big 


bikes before Dick pulled to the pits for 
his gas stop. 

It was a two-rider show between 
California and Maryland from the drop of 
the flag with the lead changing a record 
29 times between these two riders on 
their potent Triumph 500s, 


There was $25.00 a lap to the leader 
across the line on every lap and time 
after time Hammer passed Nixon coming 
down the front banked straightaway and 
would grab the gold by less than a bike 
length, 

On lap twenty the lead changed no 
less than four times. Hammer led across 
the line each and every lap from the 
opening round up through lap twenty- 
five, except for lap nineteen when Nix- 
on was inches ahead in front of the 
stands. 


Hammer pitted for gas on lap twenty- 
six with Nixon taking over and moving 
Buddy Elmore to second. Dick regained 
second when Elmore pitted the next lap 
for his gas stop. 


Hammer Down.... And Out 


Nixon gassed on the 30th lap but was 
in and out and still in front of Hammer 
by a seven-second margin. The duel 
ended on lap thirty-one when Dick 
crashed hard on turn one trying to make 
time and regain the lead. He was down 
and out of the race for close to a minute

and a half before getting back in in 7th 
place. 

Then it was Elmore’s turn to play 
chaser as the Texan began closing the 
gap. The *66 winner cut the time gap on 
Nixon from sixteen seconds on lap 35 
down to seven seconds on lap 48 but 
then Nixon received the *Charge" sign 
from his pit crew once again and Gary 
took it back up to a twelve-second mar- 
gin at the finish. 

Gary lapped every one of the 97 start- 
ers at least once with the exception of 
his teammate Elmore. Elmore also lapped 
the field, passing and lapping third place 
George Roeder on the final lap. 

It was the second straight year for 
Triumph to win the event and the first 
time that the H-D brand has lost two in 
a row since 1949 and *50 when the Nor- 
tons turned the trick. 

Five Californians finished in the first 
ten places with Gene Romero taking 8th 
place and becoming the highest finishing 
“Rookie”, or first time Daytona rider. 
Gerry Seguin placed 14th and took home 
first year expert honors in the largest 
field to start a 200-miler since the race 
came to the speedway in 1961. 

It was terned a great day by all for 
the two Honda 450s in the race ridden by 
Swede Savage and Larry Schafer. Savage 
ran 10th and Schafer 12th. Swede has his 
tach break off on the second lap and lost 
his rear brake completely at the 100- 


mile mark and had to ride the last 100 
with a front brake only. 

The same can be said for the two 
Yamaha 350s ridden by Mike Duff and 
Tony Murphy. They came up with a few 
minor problems that required extra pit 
stops but both were running at the finish 
and well inside the first twenty places. 


The Amateur 100-Mile 


In the annual amateur big bike race 
on the banks for the century distance, it 
was a great day for California, Harley- 
Davidson, Honda, Walt Fulton Jr., and 
Jimmy Odom. 

These two brands and these two riders 
highlighted the event and were the class 
of the field. The 90-rider entry list found 
Odom and his Team-Hansen Honda 450 
smashing the one-lap time trial mark by 
over five miles per hour in time trials!! 
The 18-year-old Californian blasted 
around the track at a shattering 132.782 
mph for top honors and was close to six 
miles an hour faster than the second 
fastest amateur, Art Ninci, Kansas City, 
on a H-D. Fulton was fourth fastest at 
126.756 mph. 

Sidenote to the entire race was that 
Fulton was the favorite and strictly a 
road racer who has never competed on a 
dirt track. Odom, a strictly dirt track 
rider, was riding in his first road race.

Arizona State Championships — Eastside Cycle Park-Tucson 


If you weren’t here you missed some fantastic riding by all at the 
Arizona State Championships. It was The boys from California who 
took home a share of the trophies. Maureen Lee arrived from the coast 
to cover the race, but my congratulations go to Keith Mashburn for his 
second place in the 250 Expert class and his Sweepstakes win. Cali- 
fornia’s Monte Darling annexed third in the open class. 


Two of Phoenix’s fastest fellows 
were felled during practice. John Sellers 
took a bad spill and decided that with a 
questionable shoulder injury he would 
sit this one out. Byron Boaz had an oil- 
ing problem with his bike, so he became 
a spectator also. 

Also out was Dan Perko with a broken 
Stator. Dan borrowed John Seller's bike 
and cleaned house on that Triumph. He 
won first overall in the open class from 
a handicap start. The open amateur and 
open expert are run together. Monte Dar 
ling gladdened the hearts of Honda-lovers 
because he had a running 450 Honda that 
got him third overall and good old steady 
Bill Barnes #33 on his Triumph rode a 
tough second place overall. 

Herb Morris had the track well pre- 
pared and officiated for the race. They 
were run Moto-cross TT with small bike 
sweepstakes and a sweepstakes for the 
big bikes and also a wheelie contest. 

Single-Filing 

The 125 Amateurs were as always a 
real ball to watch with Lakin Gabbert 
#2 on a Yamaha 100 Twin finishing first 
and #24 Brian Ross on a Bridgestone 90 
second, with #4 Dave Isley on a Yamaha 
100 Single filing in third place. 

Here are the results of the 125 Expert 
class: Jim Halford #7 took first, Tom 
Halford #9 took second and #198 Harold 
Phelps took third on his Yamaha 125. I 
might mention that for riding expert 
class, these two Halford Brothers, 
neither of which is over 16 years old, 
tide pretty darn good. Also the 125 win- 
ners of the expert and amateur classes 
were all from Phoenix. 

The “250 terrors,” or amateurs, were 
somewhat one-sided as #11 David Bat- 
tershall, better known around Tucson as 
David Montesa, made it a runaway for 
all three races. Another notable who gave 
it the old college try was #15 Jim Parker 
on a Husqvarna. This was Jim’s first 
race and he took third, 

In the 250 Experts there was another 
Halford brother, if you can believe it.

125 Amateur and Expert and 250 Ama- 
teurs riding together—thirty bikes every- 
where! A well known Phoenix lad took 
first, #2 Lakin Gabbert on a 100 Yama- 
ha, second was Brian Ross on a Bridge- 
stone, and third—Tom Halford on a 100 
Yamaha. 

The big bike sweepstakes was very 
fast with a terrific race for first between 
John Halford and Keith Mashburn. About 
five feet from the finish, Mashburn 
passed John Halford by a half wheel and 
a Tucson rider Butch Hawley took third 
on his Harley-Davidson Sprint.

Arizonan Johnny Halford aboard a Du- 
cati can really haul around that track! 
Keith Mashburn and Carl Patrick with 
all stops pulled just couldn't quite out- 
do him, much to the delight of the natur- 
ally partisan crowd. That is, until the 
Big Bike Sweepstakes at the end for the 
beautiful Arizona Championship trophies. 
Halford was leading just about the whole 
time, and, like all the local talent, was 
faster over the twisty sections which’ 
they know by heart.

HARE SCRAMBLES 
AT HI VISTA 


By Dick Wright 


J.N. Roberts, #13 on a 360cc Husqvarna, bombed his way to first 
overall on a rough, choppy and sandy 25-mile course that was really a 


test of man and machine. 


The race was started twice be- 
cause of a mix-up on the starting 
truck, On the restart, Howard Beach, 
#33 on a Triumph, led it to the 
smoke bomb, with Larry Bergquist 
on a BSA Victor right behind him. 
These two riders were really moving 
in this twisting, choppy sandwash 
where the smoke bomb was set up. 
There was a 45-degree turn in the 
rough and Beach never let off, look- 
ing as though he was determined to 
take the overall, win if the bike 
could stand it. 

After the smoke bomb, the course 
went up a deep, winding sandwash 
onto a sandy trail for about two 
miles, then back into an uphill sand- 
wash. The course turned left out of 
the wash down a steep, sandy hill 
about 30 feet long, then back into a 
sandwash which ran downhill for 
about 4 miles and turned onto a mile- 
long fire road, finally coming back 
into a sandy trail. Heading back to 
the pits, there was an Ascot-type 
jump that sent some of the riders 
airborne, then one mile of trails to 
the pits. 


Tough Break For Beach 


It was going to be a 3-loop race, and 
coming into the pits the first time around 
Howard Beach was still the leader, 
with J.N. Roberts now running second 
and Bob Belt, #1x, holding third spot. 
Beach was still in the lead on the sec- 
ond loop, but by this time the course 
was really torn up with deep ruts, and 
after the second gas check it began to 
take its toll on Beach's bike. The ma- 
chine just quit — a tough break for the 
17-year-old hotshoe. Roberts then moved 
into the lead and held it to the finish 
line, with Belt only one minute behind. 

Oliver Angel, #470, an amateur on a 
500cc Triumph, took third overall and 
first amateur, traveling well in fast 


company. Ken Knudsen, #42 on a Tri- 
umph, was fourth overall and first Open 
Expert, but he only beat Mike Patrick 
by about a foot after a really gutty race 
to the finish line. Patrick, #4 on a Nor- 
ton, wound up fifth. 


Hassle At The Start 


Getting back to the start of the race, 
there was a large turnout of 360 big 
bikes and lightweights, and there were 
only two guys doing the marking, which 
took a little time. The radio man on the 
starting truck goofed, not realizing that 
there were a lot of riders who had not 
gotten their starting checks, and gave 
the word to drop the banner. One man 
dropped his side of the banner, but the 
other was not ready, his side was stuck 
in a vice, and half of the riders took off. 
Most of them got the word at the first 
check and came back for the restart a 
half-hour later. What are you going to 
do? It wasn’t the riders’ fault, because 
they did try to drop the banner. Just one 
of those things... 

Itis very difficult to run off a perfect 
desert event, as there is so much in 
volved, but it is even harder to do if 
you don’t have enough members. I can’t 
say enough about the organization dis- 
played by the Ridgecrest Sandblasters 
last week at the National. It was a 
good example for all of us. Two points 
I would like to pass on: 

1. They had a lot of members wearing 
jerseys marking the gas tanks, and 
the boss, J.D. Williams, was stand- 
ing out in front where everyone could 
see him, making sure that all riders 
got their checks. He then walked 
through the line of bikes and gave 
the signal. 

2. Theirpitarea was over 100 feet wide, 
giving the guys plenty of room to race 
through, and no one was walking 
through the area. A winding, 20-foot- 
wide pit area is not enough room to 
race in.

NEWS FROM 


Here in Las Vegas, the latest publi- 
city stunt is a series of billboards, T.V. 
and newspaper ads urging the public to 
“Support a Game Preserve for Nevada’s 
GNAKYAK Herd." Well, I'll go along 
with the idea and suggest we give them 
one of our scrambles tracks. At the 
moment, and so far this year, we haven't 
had enough scrambles riders to support 
one of them and we have two. 

Only twenty-three signed up to ride 
the Vegas Valley M.C. event today. The 
last four events of 1966 drew an average 
of 60 riders ... so WHAT HAPPENED? 
True, this year we splitthe SNRA points 
into Desert and Track. I don't think we 
have enough riders locally to do this; 
however, it was decided on years ago, 
and perhaps this is one reason. But al- 
though it may contribute, it is not the 
only reason for the lack of racers. 

The Silver City Scramblers had 64 to 
13 riders at Sunrise for their last three 
events. This same club had one rider, 
Tom Culp, show up to ride today. 

I'm sorry that I missed the races at 
Sunrise last week put on by Silver City, 
I was told that the bulk of the members 
went to Ascot for the 100 lapper and 
that they also had a shortage of entries. 
Twenty or thirty reasons for the sudden 
lack of interest in scrambling have been 
tossed about, about 5 of these appear 
valid the rest are seemingly a poor 
excuse.

I further believe that a big step to- 
ward finding out the reasons for the poor 
rider showing isin the works. A pre-race 
airing was given at the riders’ meeting 
by starter Gene Drew on the question of 
small entries, and he was given a few 
reasons by one of the non-riders. Gene 
then mentioned that a general meeting 
would be held soon to give all the riders 
a chance to air their views or gripes.

“That cost me $3,000,” he says,"It's 
the most expensive thing in the house.” 

The trophy is a Bronze Replica, and 
Wright won it in a little more than two 
hours on the Isle of Man in 1965. 

Mounted on a sleek Norton Manx 
»wned by British short circuit star John 
Cooper, Wright averaged nearly 90 miles 
per hour over the six 36-mile laps of the 
famed Tourist Trophy course. 

Speeding around the picturesque is- 
land with Wright that day were the 
world’s finest motorcycle road racers, 
drawn by the immense prestige of a win 
in the TT, the ultimate competition 
event for road-going two wheelers. 


25th At The Island! 


Running in a field of 150, through a 
continual downpour of rain, Wright came 
in 25th in a race where merely finishing 
is a great feat. 

Currently a top regular in California 
AFM racing, Wright is still a fierce 
competitor on 50 and 125cc Hondas,Orrin 
Hall’s 250cc Parilla, and a newly im- 
ported kneeler sidecar Sunday, March 26, 
at Cotati. 

Despite the tremendous popularity of 
cycle racing in England, Wright didn’t 
enter competition until he came to the 
United States five years ago. 

“The only reason I didn’t race in 
England was I couldn’t afford it and 
there are too many people there who 
want to compete,” he said. 

“The English road racing season

Wright got interested in American 
racing when he arrived in the United 
States and found that to continue his 
medical practice (he was a podiatrist in 
England) he would have to take two 
years of pre-med classes. 

“I couldn’t see going back to school 
full-time for two years and trying to 
support a family, too, so I got a jobin 
a motorcycle shop," he says. 

Shortly after taking the job, Merv 
bought a Manx Norton and was in the 
racing business with a bang(er). He had 
to sell the Norton later to get the money 
to make his Isle of Man trip in 1965, so 
when he was offered a ride on a pair of 
Hondas owned by J&K Cycle Inn of 
Richmond he jumped at the chance. 

The machines were later sold to 
Marvin Hambrick, ex-world champion 
Skeet shooter and owner of a chain of 
Giant Hamburger stands in the Richmond 
area, who continued to sponsor Wright. 

Although Merv is devoted to racing, 
he concedes there are some times when 
it is extremely frustrating. 

“I remember in the Senior race on the 
Island,” he recalled, “I was running 
along the Sulby Straight, a flat area 
about a mile long and dead straight. I 
was doing about 127 mph when I was 
overtaken by Mike Hailwood on the MV 
four doing about 40 miles per hour faster 
than I was.”

A record 180 novice riders competed 
in four heat races for the shot at the 80 
starting positions in the 75-mile main 
event.

The final found the lead changing 13 
times before Florida's Kenny Stephens,

100cc 
class honors went to Texan Joe Bradley 
who was a runaway winner on his Yama- 
ha 100 twin. Class two, for 125cc ma- 
chines, again found a Texan, Bobby 
Sandidge, taking the win on his 125cc 
Yamaha single. 

Class three, for machines in the 175cc 
bracket, had Florida's Jerry Hollings- 
worth on a H-D Scat model out in front 
at the finish over two Honda 160 models. 

Bultaco won Class four honors for the 
second straight year with Harold Vogt 
from Pennsylvania in front of a Parilla 
and a Triumph. 

The Class five event, the-one with 
the largest entry, for 250cc machines, 
was a ding-dong duel between former 
Italian road racing ace, Sam Bertarel and 
Florida's Kenny Stephens. The race was 
decided on the final lap with Bertarel, a 
five-year veteran of the circuits in Italy 
the winner on his Bennelli. 

All classes except the class five 
250cc event were held on the shorter 
two-mile course. The 250s raced on the 
regular 3.81 track. Lakewood’s Dave 
Smith pulled a fourth in the 100cc class 
aboard a Bridgestone. Terry Donaher, 
Gardena, was running well within the 
first ten in the same class when he was 
involved in a three-rider spill. He was 
also Bridgestone-mounted. 

Tom Rockwood, riding in the 175cc 
class on a Bridgestone, came from 21st 
place on the first lap to move into third 
on lap three but was forced out due to 
engine problems.

WATTS TOURS 


By Chuck Clayton & Bob Bradford 


We don’t often get the chance to point out some of the other reasons why 
people enjoy riding motorcycles besides for sport. Yet it is a fact that the 
majority of bikes in use are not the glittering competition steeds, but the 
more mundane, prosaic transportation or touring machines. There is undoubt- 
edly more satisfaction per mile obtained from racing than any other vehicular 
hobby, but we cannot deny that just plain riding on the road has its consider- 
able satisfactions too. 

For example: Last week a couple of your Cycle News staffers rode out 
on a pair of powerful motorcycles to visit what in some eyes might be con- 
sidered the least attractive site in America: Watts, California. It was a clear, 
balmy day and the old slum looked about as awful as ever — flat, dilapidated 
and almost overcome by neglect. Yet Watts has at least two major landmarks 
that set it apart from other suburban slums and both of them happen to be on 
the same block: the Watts Towers and the new Community teen-post. 

Short, deadend 107th street, near Wilmington, is the site of Simon Rodia’s 
enchanting towers. Constructed by the artist, working alone over a period of 
30 years, the delicate spires are a tribute to one man’s individuality, and a 
symbol of triumph over the whims of beauracracy. Neglected by all except a 
few artists for many years, the now-famous towers were slated for demolition 
as a “dangerous eyesore” by the L.A. City Building Dept. Could nothing be 
done to prevent this vandalism? Artists and other interested citizens were 
drawn together out of a community need to preserve their local heritage, A 
“Tower-in” was held one day, near Rodia’s site and the local police showed 
up, wondering what activity would ensue. Music echoed from the streets, 
children danced and a few poems were read aloud in hopes of dissuading the 
wrecking crew, who, already were busy unloading a huge Caterpillar tractor. 
One worker kept looking over his shoulder, wondering if someone was watch- 
ing him orif an attempt to abort the city’s project was in motion. Soon enough 
a steel cable was hooked to a spire. A loud hiss arose from the crowd. The 
demolition chief informed them that if the tower survived this test, the struc- 
tures would be allowed to stand. The towers were thought unsafe because 
the basic construction material was unfit for building material. After all, 
baling wire, cement and broken pieces of colored glass and pottery are only 
good for littering vacant lots. 

The hookup completed, a signal to the crew to begin the ‘big pull’ 
brought an intense groan from the crowd. Stretch, bend — Snap! The cable 
broke! A bellowing cheer erupted from the neighbors, who had waited all day. 
Fetching a stronger cable, the men hooked it up quicker this time and also a 
little farther up on the tower. The bulldozer chugged and whined to a shriek 
as one seashell cracked and fell.

Grind-knaw-Ahazziump! The bulldozer coughed, spit and quit, Singing 
started almost immediately, gala and cheer caressed the whole atmosphere 
as the workers looked in awe at their broken tractor. Dancing started, people 
were all laughing, shouting and smiling as the hard-hats bleakfully made 
their way out of Simon's sanctuary. 

Time has passed since then and a realistic neighborhood workshop has 
been formed to unite the Watts community. One of the major problems facing 
the local residents in transportation. There are now, two different sets of 
railroad tracks running through the area, neither of which is serving the 
people. A limited bus system exists within certain boundaries, however, the 
certainty of this remaining or expanding is doubtful. The key to unlock the 
transportation problem is motorcycles. WHY NOT? 

A bike shop in Watts, owned and operated by the members of the com- 
munity who in earnest would provide the spirit of motorcycling could provide 
several monumental solutions for the anti-poverty projects. A few honest 
attempts to harvest bike enthusiasm have bloomed in the past. One shop was 
nipped in the bud, during the August riots. Another dealer moved out (after 
being protected from looters by his customers who lined up around the shop). 
Another fell by the wayside due to economic problems. Cycle News believes 
bike shop in Watts is needed to spur the entire locality. Research into this 
idea shows that literature from the Watts scene as well as numerous indi- 
vidual pronouncements indicate a glowing interest in bikes and the extension 
of a motorcycle's meaning. Marjorie Clark, research analyst from The Eco- 
nomic & Youth Opportunity Agency of Greater Los Angeles told what effect a 
new motorcycle sales outlet would have on the community. Shefeels“such an 
endeavor would be a way of handling transportation problems for private 
individuals who find it hard in commuting from Watts to other areas for em- 
ployment.” 

There’s alow peak of competition interest, however. After some effort is 
made to institute modern motorcycling in the existing conditions, a Watts 
racer could use some of that black courage in a new and expressive way. 
When a fresh means of expression presents itself, men change. ;

Cycle News has covered many drag 
racing events. Match races, we have 
thought the greatest ever to be, records 
established and broken at speeds or 
elapsed times, that surely would never 
be broken again. Riders and owners 
sitting amid broken machines or carrying 
both a winner's smile and a winner's 
trophy. 

This weekend was no different except 
that, instead of a little sadness there 
was outright despair and the smiles 
were increased to rages of mirthful 
laughter. The performances? Leo Payne's 
9.46 at 149.25 and Clem Johnson's 9.72 
elapsed time, 158.00 miles per hour, so 
eclipsed previous match race elimina- 
tions it was like jumping into the future. 

"Murray and Cook were the original 
opponents for Leo Payne but, this is 





where the aches of despair settled 
heavily.

disaster. 

Every spoke in the wheel was sev- 
ered in two and the outer rim and inner 
hub were separate, unconnected pieces. 
Nothing else was hurt from this unlacing 
process and an extra wheel assembly 
lay in readiness for emergency and this 
was it. The new one was installed and 
the usual preparations executed for a 
second try. 

This time, *Flustration" accelerated 
out of the chute in ample fashion but a 
second material failure took place. The 
bar which secures brake shoes and plate 
from rotating within the wall, broke free 
and the plate twisted into grotesque 
Shape. Fortunately the brakes did not 
lock and the big twin engine projectile 
was brought to a safe halt. 

Several other of the fastest men’s 
machines attended Lions Saturday pro- 
gram, such as Sonny Raslawskis Harley 
and Clem Johnsons Vincent. 

Murray and Cook tried in desperation 
to straighten the bent plate but it is 
made from 1/8 inch steel. If only it 
could be heated to a cherry red softness, 
then possibly it would yield tothe black- 
smiths hammer. Bruce Miller works in a 
radiator repair shop only five minutes 
from Lions and he offered the shop’s 
facilities to M & C.

Cook accepted and together with all 
of the required parts, Bruce and Jim de- 
parted to make the necessary repairs. 

By the time they returned and as- 
sembled the brake and wheel there was 
no chance for a trial run. The Triumph 
was rolled onto its staging position and 
Leo Payne removed the horse blanket 
warmer from his Sportster. Boris Murray 
tightened the spark plugs in preparation 
for firing but one would not seat! Care- 
fully he snugged it onto the plug washer 
and with a look of despair, signaled for 
the electric rollers to start. A vibrating 
humm and clash of gears started the 
roller and Triumph wheel into motion. 
The engines fired and a pop resembling 
a champagne cork, interrupted the even 
beat of four cylinders. Murray grimaced 
as the Champion plug richocheted from 
his left arm. Murray raised his voice 
over the lous exhaust of Leo Payne's 
Harley that fired just alongside and the 
combined Triumph cylinders, *We'll try 
it on three," said Boris. It just wasn't 
meant to be, for the primary chain sud- 
denly rolled out onto the ground as if to 
say, I want no part of it. 

Leo had advanced towards the start- 
ing line and Larry Sutton, star flagman 
at Lions, motioned for him to shut it off. 
Asthe Harley's last exhaust note ended, 
spectators from both sides of the staging 
area called, “Let the Harley run".

The strip had advertised a match 
race and this the spectators were to 
have. Clem Johnson was approached and 
asked if he would take M & C's place 
against Leo. Clem accepted, and brought 
forward his World's Fastest Motorcycle. 

Ralph Owens was Clems assistant 
and played a prominent role in the races 
to come. Their car was backed into the 
starting area and everyone wondered 
why. A quarteremile run in reverse? 

Clem's Vincent responded to the 
electric rollers as Ralph fed the open 
jaws of Hilborn injectors with a primer 
can, until the Vincent could thrive on 
its own fuel supply. 

Leo fired with a minimum effort and 
rolled to within a few feet of the start- 
ing line as Clem moved the Vincent into 
a position just behind that car everyone 
questioned. A pair of steel cables were 
attached to the auto, rolled out and 
fastened to the footpegs of Clem's ma- 
chine. Then everyone knew the reason, 
for the Vincent was lost from sight as 
dense smoke enveloped machine and 
auto when the clutch was engaged. 

Leo locked his front wheel and spun 
the Avon slick until its surface re- 
sembled fly paper mastic and then he 
moyed into the starting lights. Sling 
shot cables were removed from the Vin- 
cent and it proceded forward. 

Blink, blink, two yellows and then 
the green. Clem was out first with Leo 
only an rpm or two behind. The Vincent 
gathered itself into a accelerating blur 
and reached the finish lights first with 
an E.T. of 9.72 seconds at 158 miles 
per hour. Leo Payne's image was clear 
enough to stop the loser's clocks in 9.89 
seconds at 152.00 miles per hour. 


Round Two (World's Record) 


One for Clem, and preparation for 
round two was difficult, as spectators 
crowded the Vincent's pit area. Leo 
Payne was allalone in another pit sec- 
lion as no one offered condolences for 
the loss and they probably would not 
have been appreciated anyway. 

Within twenty minutes each rival was 
ready for round two and the staging 
scene repeated. This time Leo locked 
his brake and burned the slick not once 
but three times in succession as Clem 
Johnson tugged at the steel slings in 
tethered acceleration. 

Both forward, staging lights are 
turned on by the front wheels and again 


the countdown. Fairly close out of the 
hole but one third out Clem described 
the Harley’s acceleration as a bat out 
of ----,Clem shut the 96-inch Vincent 
off and coasted through the traps at 
92.49 miles per hour. The elapsed time 
with such a speed? 10.88 seconds! 

Leo Payne won the round and set a 
new elapsed time record of 9.46 seconds 
at 149.25 miles per hour. Fantastic, 
Fabulous, Harley-Davidson, are the com- 
bination of words that can remotely 
describe this performance, 


Round Three 


There was an odor in the air which 
lent apprehension to the atmosphere 
that preceded round three. The distinct 
smell of burnt cork ànd neoprene from 
clutch plates was present in both pit 
areas. Only a short time was left by the 
curfew law, for the running of the next 
race and Leo furiously mixed another 
load of nitro muttering, “I can probably 
get just one more run on those plates.” 

Clem wasn’t taking a chance and 
hurriedly changed important parts in his 
clutch assembly. 

At the critical moment of firing and 
burning of the tires neither opponent 
lookedat the other, but as they advanced 
to the line, glances were as often to the 
side as forward. Let the other man stage 
first. He will be under tension for a 
short time longer than you, were the 
type of thoughts in each rider's mind. 
As a result there was a hesitation when 
one waited for the other and finally each 
advanced together. 

Again staged perfectly, the light 
transferred from yellow to green. To- 
gether offthe line andthen Leo's Harley- 
Davidson did its "*bat* act. The Sportster 
led through the finish lights in 9.67 
seconds at 151.54 miles per hour. Clem 
Johnson shut down so that the clocks 
read 108.00 miles per hour with an 
elapsed time of 10.08 seconds! 

What a match! Two out of three vic- 
tories for Leo Payne and a new record 
elapsed time for motorcycles. 

Clem Johnson with fantastic perfor- 
mance figures in both elapsed times and 
speed. We will see more in the future as 
there is the feeling that no limit exists 
in performance figures for the fuel- 
burning acceleration addicts. 

Leo Payne loaded his equipment and 
waved farewell as he left our California 
regions for a two-out-of-three against 
Don McEvoy's twin-engine Triumph in 
Tucson, Arizona and then return to his 


homeland of Cedar Rapids, Iowa. We 
will see him again, with some new 
changes in his fantastic Harley-Davidson 
Sportster. 

Next week the results from Tucson 
will be reported on these pages.

The first race had Sonny Raslawski’s

Johnson, to fire for the day’s quickest 
race. The Vincent produced sounds of 
power in perfect harmony with Sonny's 
Harley until half-way through the quarter 
mile and then the big Vincent broke into 
fits of broken exhaust notes. Sonny took 
the winner’s lights in 10.00 seconds flat, 
while Clem stuttered through in 10.47 
seconds. 

Bob Michaels and Sirkegian went to 
the line with a lot of people wondering 
how Sirkegian’s BSA street bike could 
be matched against a 74-inch Harley- 
Davidson fuel bike. 

When the race was over everyone 
understood, for there just wasn’t much 
distance in the space between machines 
at the lights.

TECHNICAL GUIDE: THE BLACK KNIGHT 


Ж By Bob Ebeling 


*Black Knight" is a name chosen 
from an age long past. And to a new 
generation, the model year 1948 of 
Bob Micheals' Harley-Davidson is 
ancient history. 

Despite repeated urging by friends 
and family to trade up for a newer 
model, Micheals has pursued the 
task of improving and perfecting 
what was once a 74 inch Harley- 
Davidson. Today the big machine 
has grown larger, into a displace- 
ment- of 80 inches. Its performance 
has changed, too. It does elapsed 
times of 10.54 seconds with a best 
speed of 134.00 mph in a quarter 
mile. 

Custom Barrels 

Micheals cast a wide search for 
someone capable of producing the 
cylinder he had in mind and finally 
found machinest Tom Denton of Up- 
land, Calif. 

Denton patiently listened to Bob’s 
description and then picked up a 
piece of Chrome Moly Billet. stock 
and turned to the lathe. The end 
product is beautiful indeed and the 
results are those that Micheals for 
saw. 

Originally the Harley stroker was 
accommodated by the addition of 
spacer plates under the 74” stock 
barrels, but the new 80 inchers were 
machines to a longer overall size, 
eliminating the spacer plates. A 
small and also necessary change 
was the push rod length. This was 
easily done by building up the stock 
ones by welding and then grinding 
back to original shape. 

From the Bottom Up 

Obtaining optimum performance 
does not stop with those beautiful 
cylinders and yet none of this fan- 
tastic Harley seems radical. The 
lower end is untouched except for a 
little polishing and the unique oil 
system. The transmissionis a stand- 
ard box with 1st and 4th gear re- 
moved. That empty space is used as 


an oil tank or reservoir, This use . 


has been thought of by many drag 
racers but cast aside as a bad idea 
due to the metal particles ground off 
the gears. Bob felt that the Harley 
box did not have the bearing or in- 
sert problems of others and seems 
to have proven his faith by applying 
his idea and suffering none the 
worse for the effort. 
Compression 

*More! More!" cried Micheals, as 
though the 11.5 to 1 M.C. pistons 
did not produce enough. Head gas- 
kets were removed and on the first 
time out a strange swooshing noise 
came from the head-to-cylinder 
joints. There was no secret as to 
the source and a step was made to 
keep the expanding air and gasses 
where they belonged. 

A Vee grove was cut into the 
cylinder surface and copper wire has 
been inserted to form *O" rings that 
flatten and seal the joint for a com- 
plete compression seal. 


Cams and Valves 

Several different grinds have been 
tried and the best run of 10.54 sec- 
onds was obtained on a set of Schal- 
lers. Today the quest for something 
better is still on and a new grind by 
Sifton is now trying to pulse the en- 
gine into a faster elapsed time. 

The valves and passages are 
large enough to confuse the pistons 
as to which path they should follow. 


Actually the valves are constructed

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from two-inch Pontiac automotive 
valves, The auto valve is flat so 
tulips were made by cutting the cen- 
ters out of the Pontiacs and adding 
another stem and valve portion by 
welding.

The springs are standard Harley- 
Davidson products, but the collars 
were machined from tungsten, to 
achieve a little lightening for a few 
more R.P.M. 

Transmission & Clutch 

Power transmission is through 
the second and third gear of the 
Harley box and here is a place that 
verifies what some people call a

*]ot of hair" on the part of the rider. 
Just as the rear tire grabs traction, 
Bob must shift from second to third 
by hand! He releases the handle 
bars with one hand while the other 
engages the clutch and reaches 
down to a lever for the change of 
gears! 


A bike that has its torque pro- 
duced by large Nitro menthane per- 
centage is notorious for clutch slip- 
page and inverse “grabbing” pro- 
blems. 

In an effort to solve this Bob cut 
some aluminum plates to replace the 
neoprene and cork discs. The other 
plates are steel and thus the “Black 
Knight” was running metal to metal

surfaces. Since the alloys are dif- 
ferent in their metallergical struc- 
ture, they would not fuse or grab and 
thus half the problem was solved but 
slippage was still prevalent. Re- 
cently Micheals has changed back 
to Barnett plates of special compe- 
tition neo-cork facings and the 
elapsed times are growing shorter 
as the speeds go up. 
Weight and Traction 

Traction is elusive with all drag 
racers. The narrow 4 inch Avon 
slicks are the only motorcycle tire 
available. Bob again brought ingen- 
uity to play and built up a rear wheel 
to accommodate an automotive 6.00 
x16 inch Cassler racing slick. That 
huge rubber carcass still breaks 
loose and billows smoke as it at- 
tempts to bite the drag strip asphalt 
and hurtle the Harley to a quick run. 

No matter what steps you take 
with a 74 inch Harley-Davidson its 
going to weigh a bunch! Micheals’ 
major weight saving tool has been 
the electric drill. Comparison to 
swiss cheese would, if anything, be 
understatement. 

Fenders, guards, fins and mount- 
ing brackets look as though the 
moths had been at work from the 
date of the machines birth in 1948 
and since Bob Micheals only weighs 
117 lbs. they may have nibbled a 
little at him. The Black Knight's 
total weight is 396 lbs., and a few 
remaining facts of this quick Harley 
are: Front forks from a 165 Harley, 
wheel base 59 inches, heads stock, 
carburetion by 112" Linkerts and ig- 
nition is magneto by Joe Hunt. 

Add this all together and we have 
an ultimate example of craftsman- 
ship that produces speed, tempered 
with a nostalgia of an era that is not 
really gone.

Stopped At Border

Misunderstanding and over-zeal- 
ousness of border officials may have 
resulted in the cancellation of the 
Grand Prix event scheduled for the 
Tecate airport last weekend. 

According to Lloyd Otey, spokes- 
man for the Tecate-sponsoring Lions 
M.C., the event was called off be- 
cause competitors were refused 
entrance into the city by Mexican 
border authorities. 

A subsequent call by us to the 
San Diego Sheriff's Office corrobo- 
rated Otey's claim. Sheriff's officers 
indicated that some competitors and 
riders coming to see the race were 
denied admission by the Mexican 
border patrol. 

Sgt. Herrill said that according to 
his knowledge, “only a handful of 
motorcycle riders were turned back. 
Some of them may have been legiti- 
mate competitors since they brought 
their machines in trucks." He added 
that he thought that among the total 
number of individuals turned away, 
only *one or two" were of the *ele- 
ment.” Herrill stated that he had no 
idea of the exact number refused ad- 
mission by the Mexican authorities. 

It would appear likely that Mexi- 
can border officials had some diffi- 
culty in distinguishing disreputable 
types from the legitimate competitors 
and in attempting to safeguard their 
town from a fiasco, enforced the 
tules to the letter.
